Washington, November 1..— France 
and ‘the United States will probably 
begin the negotiation of an arbitra- 
tion treaty at Washington soon after 
the presiden‘ia] elections. The trea- 
ty wil! be known as the Hay-Jus- 
serand arbitration treaty and; :coor- 
ding to the present programme, will 
follow closely the Imes of the British- 
French arb'traticn treaty.
